In Mr, Ohmann 1 s absence it is handed 
to Miss Angela Novello, Code 187-2001. Mr. Ohmann or 
Miss Novello deliver it to the Attorney General. In the 
absence of the Attorney General from the Department of 
Justice, they call the White House for a courier. The 
courier takes it to the Attorney General. At night the 
communications supervisor calls the White House for a 
courier, and the courier delivers it to the Attorney, 
General.

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Where subject matter of telegram being 
passed is "sensitive" - i.e., is Eyes Only and 
closely held, ask DC/T to indicate "SENSITIVE 3 " 
as on additional opening slug on message passing 
telegram to Defense. 
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
